1. DURING A CALL ON PRIME MINISTER PALME IN WHICH WE 
DISCUSSED A NUMBER OF SUBJECTS (SEE SPEARATE TEL), I 
REFERRED TO THE RECENT SWEDISH DECISION UPGRADING THE PRG 
(REFTEL) AND SAID THAT THE USG HAD DEEPLY REGRETTED THIS 
ACTION. I THN ASKED FOR REAFFIRMATION OF PREVIOUS 
STATEMENTS MADE TO ME AND OTHER MEMBERS OF MY STAFF BY 
SENIOR MFA OFFICIALS THAT SWEDEN DID NOT INTEND TO 
RECOGNIZE THE PRG. THE PRIME MINISTER REPLIED THAT THE 
GOS DOES NOT RPT NOT INTED TO RECOGNIZE THE PRG, BUT 
HIS TONE SOMEHOW DID NOT CARRY A GREAT DEAL OF CONVIC- 
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TION. (I SUSPECT THAT THE WAS MENTALLY ADDING THE 
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RESERVATION "AT THIS TIME" TO HIS SENTENCE.) IN ANY 
EVENT, IT SEEMS CLEAR FROM THE PRIME MINISTERS STATE- 
MENCLPS WELL AS THAT OF OTHER GOS OFFICIALS, THAT
